Did the Warren Commission, the 
JFW and the CX4 do an adequate Job of 
investigating the ossassmatiDn of 
President Kennedy? Both the 
Senate Seieet Committee "on Intelli* 
genoe in 1976 and the House Assass- 
sinations Committee in 1979* after due 
consideration, concluded that the War- 
ren Commbsion, the FB! and the GA 
had aU failed to perform adequately 
with respect to their Inquiries into the 
assassination of President Kennedy.
